the Subjei?s of Great Britain, and thofe of the United States 

of North America. ; 

It recites, The Provinces of New Hamphhirey Maffachufet’s 
Bay, Rhode Ifland and Providence Plantations, Conneéticut, 
New York, New Jerfey, Penfylvania, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, in 
North America, have lately been folemnly acknowledged by his 
Majefty to be Independent and Sovercign States, by the de- 
feription of The United States of America. 

It therefive enadis, That all {tatutes heretofore made to re- 
gulate the trade between Great Britain and in America, or to 
prohbit any intercourfe between the fame, hall, fo far as they 
prohibit the intercoarfe between Great Britain and America, 
and the territories now compofing the faid United “States, be 
wholly and abfolutely revoked. 

dt recites, That whilft the aforefaid Provinces were annexed 
to Great Britain, the inhabitants of the faid Provinces enjoyed 
all rights, franchifes, privileges, and benefits of Britifh fabjeéts, 
as well in refpe& to the trade and commerce with Great Bri- 
tain as in other inftances ; and in confequence thereof their thips 
and veffels, being navigated as Britith thips and veflels are by 
law navigated, were admitted into the ports of Great Britain 
with all the privileges and advantages of Britith built thips. 

It alfs recites, by the feveral laws now exifting, for regula- 
tion of the trade with foreign ftates, the fubjects of the latter 
are, as aliens, liable to various commercial reftrictions, and 
alfo to various datics and cuftoms at the ports of Great-Bri- 
tain, which hitherto have not been applicable to, or demandable 
from, the inhabitants of the faid feveral provinces of America. 

That it is highly.expedient the int@tcourfe*between Great-
